G.S.B. 1156. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6A, read with sub- 
section (1) of section 7, of the Employees’ Provident Funds and Family Pension 
Fund Act, 1952 (19 of 1952), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
Scheme further to amend the Employees’ Family Pension Scheme, 1971, namely; — 

1. This Scheme may be called the Employees’ Family Pension (Second Amend- 
ment) Scheme, 1971. 

2. In paragraph 31 of the Employees’ Family Pension Scheme, 1971 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said Scheme), after the words "where a member of the Family 
Pension Fund’’, the words, "who has contributed to the Family Pension Fund for 
a period of not less than two years’’, shall be inserted, 

3. In the said Scheme, after paragraph 31, the following paragraph shall be 
inserted, namely: — • 

"31-A Disposal of contributi(M in respect of members of the Family Pension 
Fund who do not qualify for benefits under this Scheme: — (1) Where 
a member of the Family Pension Fund dies before contributing to the 
Family Pension Fund for a minimum period of two years, the amount 
of his contributions credited to the Family Pension Fund together with 
Interest thereon at the rate of hi per centum per annum ghall be 
refunded to a member of his family who would have been entitled to 
receive family pension under paragraph 29. (2) A separate register 

of aU refunds under sub-paragraph (1) shall be kept by the Regional 
Commissioner.”
